London, Oct. 9.— The advance guard 
of the Austro-Germans. who crossed 
the Danube 
at Belgrade, 
has been 
partly destroyed and partly captured 
and those who entered Servian terri­ 
tory acrose the Save have met with 
enormous losses, according to an offi­ 
cial dispatch received by the Servian 
legation 
from 
Nish. 
The 
dispatch 
says: 
“ On the northern frontier the ene­ 
my has crossed the Save at Yarak, the 
Isle of ITogarska, at Zabrez, opi>osite 
Ostrusnitza, and at the great Isle of 
Ciranlia and on the Danube at the 
Belgrade fortress, at the quay and at 
Ham. 
“ The advance guard, which crossed 
at 
Belgrade fortress, has been part­ 
ly destroyed und partly captured. 
“ At Yarak. Zabrez and the Isle of 
Prognrska, 
after 
several fierce 
at­ 
tacks, the enemy has been pinned to 
the* very brink of the river with enor­ 
mous 
loss. 
At 
the other 
crossing 
points the struggle continues. 
“ At Belgrade two officers and more 
than IOO soldiers were captured, of 
whom eighteen wmre from the Two I 
Hundred and 
Fourth 
infantry reg!-] 
ment of the Forly-thlrd German divi­ 
sion. 
“ Among the captured were also sol­ 
diers of a Prussian brigade belonging 
to tile Fifteenth army corps, which 
came here from the Italian front.” 


LEAVE BY SPECIAL TRAINS
